Perennial grasses should — 
be sown early for good seed 


If a good seed crops is expected in the year following 
seeding, perennial grasses should be shown early. In agree- 
ment with previous trends, advantages of early seeding 
were again indicated in a preliminary trial conducted last 
year at the Beaverlodge Experimental Station. 


In 1953, C. R. Elliott, agrono- 
mist in charge of forage crops, 
sowed creeping red.fescue and 
brome in rows. The grasses were 
sown at seven different dates in 
June and July and their yields in 
the following year compared. 
Yields from those sown in July 
wete substantially less than from 
the June sowings. 

June higher 

June 4, 10, 18 and 24 and July 

8, 16 and 23 were the seeding 


Properly timed 
poultry production 
said important 


REGINA, — Frank Payne, Sas- 
katchewan Poultry Commissiover, 
has released figures indicating an 
optimistic future for pouitry 
raisers. 

“Available data indicates that 
both egg producers and poultry 
meat producers are more conserva- 
tive this year than last in formu- 


‘ Jating their production programs,” 


he: said. 

Figures compiled by the depart- 
ment show the monthly chick- 
hatch since last October, has been 
consistently below that of a year 
ago. Inthe first quarter of the 
current year there were 12 perzent 
fewer chicks hatched than last 
year, There were 11 percent fewer 
turkeys eggs in incubators at che 
end of March ,this year than on a 


‘like date,in 1954 


“Canadian storage stocks of 
poultry meats are at a fairly .ow 
level,” said the commissioner, and 
Americam forecasts are for a 
slightly lower level of production 
for 1955, Taking these and other 
factors into consideration a con- 
dition of cautious optimism. pre- 
vails in the industry. 

“A poultry product produced by 
a properly timed program; good 
feeding and, sound management 
practices will pay a reasonable re- 
turn on investment this year,’ he 
said.

For creeping red fescue the 
average yield from the four seed- 
ings, in June was 577_lbs. per acre 
compared with an average of 165 
Ibs. per acre from the seed sown 
in July. Similarly, brome showed 
436 lbs. for the June sown aver- 
age and 228 lbs. for July. 

From the June 24.to the July 8 
seedings, yields dropped surpris- 
inly. Creeping red fescue in the 


following year yielded 644 lbs. per! 
acre from the first sowing and | 


143 lbs. from the second. Corres- 
ponding figures for brome were 
481 lbs. and 189 Ibs.eRains imme- 
diately following the July 16 seed- 
ings resulted in yield increases 
compared with the July 8 seed- 
ings, but in no case did they near- 
ly ‘approach the June sown ‘aver- 
age. 

June sowing of creeping red fes- 
cue and brome would seem then 
to be the preferred practice in the 
Peace River region. Important as 
it is, however, it is one phase only 
of efficient grass seed production, 
says Mr. Elliott. Moisture supply 
at seeding, adequate seed bed pre- 
paration, and careful seeding pro- 
cedure are all required for- success 
of the enterprise.

GARDEN NOTES— 


Cultivating easier, quicker 
if long-handled tools used 


S 


Cultivation of the garden, even a large one, need not 


and should not be a back breaking chore. It is amazing 


how much easier and quicker the job is done with tools that 
have long handles. Of course, for getting in close to tiny 
flowers or vegetables, for weeding and a few other delicate 
jobs, it may be necessary to get down on knees or knee pads 
but with a little care a great deal of the ordinary cultivat- 
ing and planting jobs can be handled with a minimum of 


stooping. 
Keep planting 


Tod much emphasis caémnot be 
laid on spinning out the planting. 
It is much better to plant a little 
every week for a month or so 
than to try and get everything in 
at once, There is no good reason 
why. most vegetable and a lot of 
flowers cannot- be planted for 
many weeks yet and this gradual 
planting will produce far more sat- 
isfactory results than sowing or 
setting out all at once. 

The vegetable garden particu- 
larly, should be planted gradually 
with only. a portion of the car- 
rots, beets, beans, corn, Aken sown 
at one time. 

_In the flower line, experienced 
gardeners will sow such things as 
zinnias, petunias, asters, cosmos 
and other annuals in little plots 
here and there in the flower: gar- 
den. When these come up they will 
leave only a few plants in the ori- 
ginal position and transplant the 


surplus to other parts of the 
garden, 

Handled carefully, these trans- 
plants will come along almost as 
quickly as those left untouched 
and thus a~large flower garden 
can be planted at trivial cost. 


Not too deep 

Almost. every one is inclined to 
plant far too deeply. With tiny 
seed such as that of lettuce, car- 
rots, cosmos, zinnias, poppies, and 
alyssum, which are .not mich 
larger than the head of a pin or 
shingle nail, it is not necessary to 
cover at all. We sow these in the 


finest soil and mei®@ly' press in. 


Then, if possible, we keep the soil 
dampened until germination starts. 

With larger seeds such as 
nasturtiums, peas, beans and 
corn, one should cover lightly, say 
a quarter to half inch. With bulbs 
or corms of gladiolus, dahlias, or 
potatoes, one plants four to eight 
inches deep.

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Early dental health habits 
save pain, annoyance later 


| If your child follows the usual pattern, he may well be 
a dental cripple by the time he is in his 40s. Dental disease 
affects practically everyone at some time. The pain, annoy- 
ance and even facial disfigurement of dental decay, for 
instance, affects 90 to 95 percent of the populatton. 


The most effective approach to 
the nation’s dental disease prob- 
lem lies in instilling the right kind 
of dental health habits in children 
early in life and in making avail- 
able to them sound. preventive 
measures, 

Less sugar 

Since sugar is the arch enemy 
of your child’s teeth, one of the 
basic rules for sound dental health 
is the elimination of excessive 
amounts of sugar in the diet. In 
this regard, the between-meal 
snack looms as the worst offender. 
Foods commonly eaten by child- 
ren between meals often contain 
dental decay because each snack 
generates the production of new 
enamel-destroying acid. 

Parents are urged to substitute 


such other foods as nuts, popcorn,- 


potato chips, cheese or fresh fruits 
when children want to nibble be- 
tween meals because these foods 
appease the appetite without .add- 
ing to the harmful decay-produc- 
ing acids. 

The toothbrush — when used 
properly—remains one of the most 
‘effective weapons for preventing 
tooth decay. It should be used im- 
mediately after eating -— espe- 
cially after the eating of sweets 
—because the build-up of enamel- 
destroying acids occurs rapidly 
after: meals and snacks. 

Right method 

However,.the toothbrush can dis- 
lodge . the sticky _food articles 
only if it is used the right way. 
Since these food particles-are most 
likely to adhere to areas between 


the teeth, the. best method of | 


toothbrushing concentrates. on 
these. 

In cleaning the teeth, the up- 
per teeth should be brushed down- 
ward and the lower teeth should 
be brushed upward. The bristles 
should be worked between the 
teeth. The chewing surfaces should 
also be cleaned as well as the in- 

- side surfaces facing the tongue. 

_ .A child should be taught to use 
a toothbrush as soon as all his 
first teeth have come. in—usually 
between the ages of two and three. 
He may not do a very good job 
and his mother or father will prob- 
ably have to go over the teeth 
afterward, but the grouhdwork 
will have been laid for a. basic 
dental health habit at an early 
age.

Raw milk may be dangerous— 
it may carry the germs of undu- 
lant fever, typhoid or paratyphoid 
fevers, septic sore throat or othér 
serious diseases due to infection 
on the cattle or careless handling 
of the milk after milking. If pas- 

” teurized. milk is not obtainable in 
the country, it is a simple matter 
to heat the milk to 140 deg. F. 
and then cool quickly. Local de- 
partments of health have a free 
folder entitled “Safe Milk” which 
explains) home pasteurization 
methods. ‘

900,000 Trees and cuttings go 


out to 1,355 Alber 


“As lovely as a tree” is a say- 
ing with real meaning for many 
Albertans — especially for those 
who have ordered shelterbelt trees. 
Something over 900,000 trees and 
cuttings are being expressed to 
1,355 Alberta farmers according 
to Mr. .P. D. MecCalla.. Alberta's 
supervisor of horticulture. 


Each farmer: who has ordered : 


trees is notified ahead of time that 
they are on the way. This enables 
him to arrange to pick up the 
trees as soon as they arrive’ at 
the express office. It is important 
‘to get the trees and cuttings into 
the soil immediately. Good top 
soil should be packed firmly 
around the roots of the trees and 
then they should be watered. 
The cuttings should be planted 
at an angle of 45 degrees or rest- 
ing against, the side of the furrow, 
with one’ bud left above the 
ground. It is advisable to plant 
the cuttings in-moist soil, and like 
‘the trees, they should be watered 
immediately after planting. 
Many: farmers find, however, 
that they are not -able to plant 
the trees in their permanent posi- 
tions as soon as they arrive. These 
men have found'that if they untie 
the bundles on arrival, and place 
the trees or cuttings in.a trench 


on the shady north side of a; 


building with the roots covered 
and packed with moist soil (cut-

Regular paths add interest, 
beauty to any garden 


Regular paths will add 


interest and beauty to any 


garden, even in the vegetable patch. Where traffic is heavy 
such as near the door or a gate, it advisable to use some 
material like flagstones, concrete slabs, bricks or cinder, 
or gravel, fine and well pressed down. 


With any of these the main 
thing is to place firmly. and !evel 
with the surrounding grass, so 
that the lawn mower will trim or 
better still ‘rum right over. Where 
the traffic is lighter, one can 
siniply use grass, It is surprising 
the: amount of wear well grown 
and well nourished grass will 
stand, 


In many public gardens grass 
paths are used to divide the 
flower plots and they are seldom 
worn thin. Where cinder'‘or gravel 
is used in paths or driveways 2ne 
can eliminate grass and weeds by 
sprinkling heavily with rock salt 


or treating with some of the weed |* 


sprays.
